charge the opposite party with fraudu- 
lent practices. 


The Enquirer claims that the demo- 
crats have carried Hamilton county by 
over 1,000 majority, electing all the 
candidates for the legislature and county 
offices. It claims the legislature will be 
democratic in both branches by a n 
joriiy large enough to remove all danger 
and dispute. 
Unofficial footings from 
75 of the 208 precincts in Hamilton 
county give Foraker 31,006; Hoadly, 
28,976; Leonard, 861. 


CINCINNATI, Oct.

Star has returns from all the city pre- 
cincts except four, which put a different 
phase 
upon Hamilton county. 
The

If this is accurate 
auA it hps confirmation from at least one 
other source, it would show that the re- 
Iju'^'icans have carried their entire legis- 
lative ticket with a possible exception of 
Robert Harlan who runs behind.

Ocean ris a hundred and fifty degrees of 
longitude; aud two-thirds of its space, 
to the south-east of Asia and to the east 
of Australia, is dotted with hundreds of 
islands, of which there are more than 
seventy distinct groups.

graphical region of islands be taken to

embrace tlie Malay Archipelago, begin- 
ning from the w(3at at Sumatra, and end- 
ing at the Marquesas, or at Pitcaim 
Island, it embraces more than one-third 
of the main circumference of the globe 
^vit}lin the south tropical zone. Different 
jiortions of this vast region, in the 
Pacific, liave reccivotl the geographical 
names of Micronesia, Melanesia, and 
Polynesia, vyhile Australia, Papua or 
New Guinea, and the islands of New 
Zealand, are of too great size and im- 
portance to bo confouilded Avith the 
world of smaller islands. 
The Fiji 
Islands, situated directly north of New 
Zealand, just within the 180th degree of 
Lititude, mark the dividing line between 
the Avestorn and eastern scries of archi- 
pelagos; the former being those of Mel- 
anesia and Micronesia, including the 
Pellew Islands, the Caroline Islands, 
the liiidrone Islands, the Marshall and 
Gilbert Islands north of the Equator; 
and south of ili(3 E(|uator, New Britain 
and New Ireland, the Admiralty Islands, 
the Solomon Islands, the Santa Cruz, 
I5anks's, New Hebrides, and Loyalty 
Islands, with Now Caledonia. The name

Meluiiesia has l)oen given to tliose last- 
inonlioned island groups, cf)ll( ctively, 
on nccount of the })lack color of the 
native people, who are also woolly-haired, 
and Ijclong to an enth-ely different race 
from the Polynesians of the Samoa and 
Tonga Islands, and all those fartlier to 
the east, and from the Maories of Now 
Zi.'uland. 
But this remark does not 
ap])ly to all the islanders of Micronesia, 
north of the Equatín-, where the inhabi- 
tants of the Ptillew, Caroline, Marsliall 
and Gill)ert Islands show a considera1)lo 
admixture either of Malay, or of some 
race akin to the Maori, and to the 
llawiiiians of the Sandwich Islands, 
with the Negroid type of Melanesiiin 
hiunaniiy.

or tents with thatched roofs and door- 
ways extending from the ground to the 
peak. 
Thé honsfes are arranged in 
groups or villages and are fortified bj 
placing the houses dose t(^ther and 
by interlacing the native trees with 
bamboo sticks, litis preventing th« 
enemy from gaining a ready access tc 
their streets. 
The Pellew islanden 
have a strict and complicated social 
code, and a privileged aristocracy whc 
must not be addressed in the language 
of the common people, but in a speciaj 
language used at the Court. 
The Caro- 
line Islands, which are scattered over s 
space of more than two thousand milœ, 
are mostly formed by circular reefs oi 
coral, surrounding lagoons, probably 
craters at the summit of submarine vol- 
canoes, which are called "atolls ;" but 
some of the islands, such as Yap, are 
large and rocky. 
They produce the 
bread-fruit tree, sweet potato, cocoa-nut, 
plantain, sugar-cane, and several other 
articles of food, besides the useful bam- 
boo. The people, who ai'e mostly of the 
brown Polynesian race, tattoo them- 
selves, and wear ornaments of shell or 
flowers stuck in the holes they pierce in 
their noses and ears ; they are much 
addicted to chewing betel. 
The chiefs 
of the West Caroline Islands are medium 
sized, well proportioned and fairly in- 
telligent but not in so advanced a state 
of civilization as the chiefs of the Pellew 
Islands. 
They hve in villages some- 
what similar to the Pellews and the con- 
stant forags between them and other

tribes make them v/ary and suspicious 
of strangers. 
One extraonlinaiy tiling 
among them is the use of large round 
slabs of stone, wth a hole made in the 
centre, as a substitute for money; tliis 
cumbrous cm-rency, which is shown in 
two of our illustrations, might perhai>3 
be trundled or rolled from buyer to 
seller, but could not be carried in the 
purse, and nobody would fear to have 
his pocket picked by stealth. 
The 
aggregated population of the CaroKne 
Islands does not exceed tliirty thousand, 
and there are about ten tliousand in the 
Marshall Islands, speaking a different 
language. 
Nearly all the inhabitants 
of the Solomon Islands smoke tobacco 
from common clay pipes obtained from 
Europeans, and when not smokmg, the 
pipe is stuck in a thong bound around 
one arm near the shoulder. 
The Gilbert 
or Kingsmill Islands are much more 
thickly peopled, and rely on fishing 
mainly for their support. 
The most 
valuable article of vegatable food here is 
the fruit of the pandang ; there are no

native quadrupeds on these islands ex- 
cept the goats, pigs, dogs, and cats that 
have been introduced ,by European 
visitors. 
We present also a view of the 
coast of Blanche Bay, in the larger 
island of New Britain, which has, with 
New Ireland, recently been annexed to 
the German Empire.

WHS sit- 
ting before hia lire place in his own 
house, when a double barreled shnt- 
gun was placed through a hole iu tho 
wall and tired by an unknown person. 
The clothing was torn completely from 
his chei-t but he was unhurt.
